At Thursday afternoon’s session of 
the F ru it Growers’ convention at Ben­ 
dersville. Prof. R. L. Watts, 
of the 
Department of H orticulture at State 
College gave a most profitable talk on 
*‘Inter-Cropping of Young Orchards. ” 
Prof. W atts said that 
he saw 
no 
reason why intercropping should not 
be done so long as sufficient fertilizer 
was applied for both trees and crop 
and so long as attention was given to 
both. 
He showed that it was a go* d 
business proposition and that the ex­ 
penses of a young orchard could lie met 
until bearing time was reached and 
often some profit 
realized. 
He then 
took up the croi» 
which 
were most 
suited. 
He favored 
early potatoes. 
early tomatoes and early cabliage. 
He 
preferred the 
potatoes 
as 
the same 
nourishment was required for these as 
for the young trees. He suggested one 
ton to the acre of 4-8 10 fertilizer, a 
statement which*cai>sed a smile to go 
over the hall as the amount was in ex­ 
cess of that'n su ally used here.

his success 
w ith raising cabbage while the trees 
were young and also talked of the nec­

inaccuracies in weighing but 
ever put tem ptation in the way of the 
employee, n >t excepting the govern­ 
ment weighers. He did not believe, he 
said, that any fraudulent device had 
been used by th e sugar employer in

probably devised by Richard W h a ’ley 
who assisted Richard P a rr in the ra ? 1 
of Nov. 20. IOO?.

KING LEOPOLD 
DIES^SUDDENLY 


Operation Fails to Save Ute 
ot Monarch. 


DAUGHTERS NOT AT BEDSIDE 


It Is Said That Baroness Vaughan, 


H is Favorite, W as Present— Leopold 


W as the Target For Many Critics, 


W ho 
Vehemently 
Denounced 
H is 


Personal and Financial Morals. 


Grussels, Dec. 17.—King Leopold II. 
of Belgium died this morning at 2.35 
o’clock. 
Stricken with paralysis two weeks 
ago. the ruler had 
steadily grown 
verse, and during the last few days 
his physicians realized that the king’s 
< ondition was hopeless. An operation 
was performed, but it only prolonged 
Itis life forty-eight hours. 
Of his three daughters, not one was 
at his bedside when he passed away. 
It is said, however, that the Baroness 
Vaughan was there, and a story is 
published that King Leopold had mar­ 
ried her. 


Th* second 
daughter, 
Stephanie 
marked the late Crown Prince Hu 
dolf, of Austria, who got tangled ai 
in a love affair and either committed 
suicide or was killed. Stephanie aftes 
ward married Count Lonyay, of Hun 
gary. and is said to be “out" with hei 
father. 
The third daughter. Princess Clem 
fntine, is unmarried. Fbr a number of 
years she was her father’s companion 
but more recently she is said to have 
left the palace on account of the ap­ 
pearance of Baroness Vaughan. 


Target For Many Critics. 
Leopold II., king of the Belgians, 
was the most criticised monarch in 
the world. The new king, his nephew. 
Prince Albert, a young man of thirty- 
four years, is the very antithesis of 
the old monarch in manners and in 
morals. 
The newspapers have printed col­ 
umns about this old man. whom they 
called a Don Juan, and they reviled 
Lim as a moral leper and an infamous 
old scoundrel. Yet in many ways Leo­ 
pold was not a bad sort, although he 
did more than any other of the rank 
to render unpopular the profession of 
king in both private 
and 
financial 
morals. 
If he had not Inherited a throne. 
Leopold would have been a leader in 
high finance, taking rank with the 
Rothschilds the Morgans and the Har- 
rim ans of the day. 


Unhappy Wife and Children. 
Leopeld II. came to the throne In 
1895. 
He married an Austrian arch­ 
duchess, who died after an unhappy 
life seven years ago. He had one son. 
who died in youth, and has three liv­ 
ing daughters, two of whom. Louise 
and Stephanie, have done many scan 
halons, sensational things and indulg­ 
ed in repeated 
quarrels with their 
lathe*" in a mgr.n?r shockingly public 
fc~ royalty. 
There Is r- well conducted little ho­ 
tel on the Place Vendome. in Paris, 
where Leopold liked to stay more than 
In hi** Belgian palaces. Another little 
Lore! in the west end of London like­ 
wise was a favorite retreat. Out on 
the rocky point near to Monte Carlo, 
known as Cap Ferrat. he had a beau- 
tif ii winter home. And there are p»en- 
ty of palaces at home and another in 
fair Normandy. 
In days rone by I^eopold was as gay 
ns a kirg In the limelight of modern 
publicity could 
afford to be. 
The 
names of many actresses of Paris 
have been linked with his, some of 
them through the industry of unscru­ 
pulous press agents. Little soubrettes 
from the American stage have repeat­ 
ed fairy stories of their meetings with 
the benevolent old monarch. There are 
mnov -ales of gay doings on the royal 
yacht end of incognito episodes that 
avo’,!!' rival the actions of reckless 
American millionaires. 
Baroness Vauohan. 
It is generally accepted, however, 
that In recent years Leopold settled 
down to enjoy quiet life in the society 
of one favorite, who is known as the 
Baroness Vaughan, who was a French 
woman named Caroline IJicroft. of un­ 
known antecedents, but said to be the 
daughter of an Innkeeper. Gossips say. 
I ut furnish no proof, that he married 
her morganatically. for. according to 
kingly rules, a sovereign cannot ally 
himself 
with 
anyone not of royal 
Mood. 
There are several children by 
this alliance. 
With shrewd business aourr^r Leo­ 
pold acquired the Congo region as his 
personal property a number of vears 
Ego and invested large sums of money 
In developing its resources for trade 
profits. But the government by his 
managers was so brutal and severe 
upon the natives, like that of the 
early trading companies in America 
and India, that 
modern civilization 
lalsed a great outcry for Congo re­ 
form. As a result Leopold turned his 
province over to the Belgia* govern­ 
ment last year at a price of $10,000,- 
000 and various annual allowances to 
members of his family. 


Americana Dealt W ith Him. 
Various American 
financiers have 
had negotiations with the king of the 
Congo and other international exploi­ 
tations. including Thomas F. Ryan, of 
New York. and Thomas F. Walsh, of 
Colorado. But It does not appear that 
any of them succeeded in driving bar­ 
gains with the shrewd old business 
monarch. 
Leopold’s family certainly gave him 
plenty of trouble. His eldest daughter, 
Louise, married Prince Philip of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha. and after twenty years 
of quarreling they were divorced. She 
eloped w ith an army officer, was for a 
time shut up in an insane asylum, and 
more recently has figured In the law 
courts suing her father for a share of 
her dead mother’* property.

Paul Gebauer. her husband, was ar­

home. 
Immediately after Gebauer’a arrest 
Inspector Holohan took him to the 
house where his wife’s body lay. and 
there the man made a complete con­ 
fession of having committed the crime, 
without going Into details. 
“Well, lf I confess, you’ve got to 
make me one promise, Inspector.’’ said 
Gebauer. “I want to go to the electric 
chair; no life imprisonment for me. 
Is that a go?” 
Holohan replied that he would prob­ 
ably have his wish in that regard, and 
Gebauer, with his glance riveted on 
the body of his wdfe, said: 
“Yet. I did it because I was Jealous. 
She drove me to it. There s nothing 
new in the story; it s an old one.’’ 
He would not tell anything about 
the cause of his Jealousy. 
Mrs. Gebauer had been dead eight 
or ten hours when her little boy dis­ 
covered her.

Managua. Nicaragua, Dec. 17.—Jose 
Santos Zelaya has resigned from the 
presidency of Nicaragua. He placed 
his resignation in the hands of con­ 
gress. Apparently there was no other 
course for him to take. The people 
were at last aroused. The guns of the 
revolutionists threatened. 
The war­ 
ships of the United States lay in Nica­ 
raguan ports. 
Managu ahas been seething for days. 
The spirit of revolt ha* spread even 
♦** the gates of the palace. 
Zelaya 
surrounded himself 
with an armed 
guard. 
Unchecked, the populace have 
marched through the streets, crying 
for the end of the old, proclaiming the 
new regime. 


Speculation as to Successor. 
Who will take up the reins no one 
knows, nor cares. 
It Is sufficient that 
Zelaya. as dictator, will be known no 
more. There is no douot that congress 
will act quickly on his resignation, 
for the people have demanded it 
Dr Jose Madriz. Judge of the Cen 
tral American court of justice at Car- 
tago, who has been close to Zelaya, 
and Is now his choice for president, 
Is on his way here. Madriz has his 
following, strong and Influential, even 
among the revolutionists, but General 
Estrada under whose command the 
great body of fighting Insurgent* now 
face Vasques’s troops at Rams. will 
have none of him. Estrada’* word will 
bear weight In the choice of a presi­ 
dent 
Zelaya has known, too. that Madriz 
Is not acceptable to the United States 
and he has sought to learn who would 
be looked upon with favor by that 
government as his successor, but the 
American government, so far as can 
be learned, has named no man. and 
the choke probably will lie with those 
who have gained the upper hand. 


Zelaya Accuses United States. 
Accompanying his resignation, Ze­ 
laya sent the following message to 
congress: 
“The painful circum stances In whl o 
the country is plunged call for ac* 
of abnegation and patriotism on the 
part of good citizens, who are the wit­ 
nesser of the oppression of the re 
public* by the heavy hand of fate. 
“The country is staggering under a 
shameless revolution which threatens 
the nation’s sovereignty and a foreign 
nation unjustly Intervenes In our af- 
fa'rs 
publicly providing 
the rebels 
with arms, which has only resulted In 
their be^ng defeated everywhere by 
the heroism of our troops. 
“To avoid further bloodshed, and for 
the reason that the revolutionists have 
declared that they would put down 
their 
when I surrender the ox- 
f'cntive power. I hereby place In the 
hands of the national assembly the 
abandonment of the remainder of my 
term of office, which Is to be filled by 
a substitute of their choosing, with 
the hope that this will result in good 
to Nicaragua, the reestablishm ent of 
peace, and '^articularly tho suspension 
of the hostility of the United States. 
to which I do not wish to give a pre­ 
text for intervention.” 
A commission of five deputies was 
appointed to draft a bill looking to 
the acceptance of Zelaya’s resignation, 
which is now considered a mere for­ 
mality. News of the president’s action 
spread throughout the city, and soon 
great 
crowds 
moved 
through 
the 
streets shouting for the United States, 
Estrada and the revolution.
